Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on 4/24/2006, which has been 
entered in the file. Claims 1,3-16 and 18-20 are pending. 

Drawings

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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 4 and 16 have been allowed over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest (regarding claim 
1) order-changing means for changing said specified order according to history of the 
order in which successfully decoded images were taken in the past; (regarding claim 
16) the step of changing said specified order according to history of the order in which 
successfully decoded images were taken in the past; in combination with the other 
claimed limitations as set forth in the claims. 

Feng et at, Hanson, and Lee all teach attempting to decode the images in the 
order in which the images were captured. The prior art does not teach or suggest 
changing the decoding order of a plurality of continuously obtained images.
